Four pet sons were injured when 
the driver of a sedan, blocked by a 
car that ftopped suddenly In front

Joseph Cutuly, of East 
Pitts­ 
burgh, driving a sedan, was accom­ 
panied by his sister, Miss Mary Cu­ 
tuly, who was riding in the front 
•eat with him, and Mrs. Lucy Ig 
nelzl and her two children, Michael, 
age 0, and Alberta, age 5.

Ignelzi and her children 
were asleep in the rear seat when 
the accident happened. 
Car Upsets In Ditch 
Cutuly said he was driving east 
at a moderate speed. He said there 
was a car ahead of him. also trav­ 
eling east, and that when the driv­ 
er ahead stopped his car near the 
Inn without warning he was unable 
to stop his machine. 
In order to avoid crashing Into 
the stopped car, Cutuly drove to the 
left, going off the road Into a low 
ditch, The machine swerved com­ 
pletely around and then upset. The 
five occupants remained in the ma­ 
chine. 
They crawled out of the wreck­ 
ed car but the operator of the auto­ 
mobile that stopped in front of 
Cutuly was not to be found. He is 
blamed by Cutuly for causing the 
mishap. 
The injured were removed to the 
Warner hospital.

Miss 
Cutuly suffered a cerebral concus­ 
sion, lacerations of the scalp and 
head, cuts and bruises of the left 
eye and a slight puncture wound in 
her right leg.

Civil War Veteran

: After Car Hits Pole 


W Henry Gilbert, one of York 
county’s most famed Civil war vet­ 
erans, is seriously IU at his home in 
Craley. The aged man. who is in 
his ninety-fourth year, Is suffering 
from bruises and shock sustained 
Thursday In a slight automobile ac­ 
cident at Wrightsville. 
Mr. Gilbert was driving his car 
when a tire blew out, causing Hie 
car to swerve against a pole. While 
he suffered no fractured bones, It 
Is feared that the injuries may have 
serious results, In view of his ad­ 
vanced age. He is confined to bed 
with a high temperature and Is re­ 
ported delirious at times. 
Mr. Gilbert came into the na­ 
tional limelight this year when he 
was the guest of President Roosevelt 
at the White House on Lincoln’s 
birthday anniversary. On Memorial 
Day, he was the guest of honor at 
the patriotic exercises held at Ar 
ling ton

Washington. Mr. Gilbert is the only 
# surviving member of a detail of six 
Civil war veterans who guarded Hie 
body of Abraham Lincoln as It lay 
In slate hi Philadelphia In 1865.

Construction of the dam started 
in October, 1934, under the sponsor­ 
ship of the county association. Al­ 
though it is valued at $2,000, the 
expense to the association was only 
$400, the cost of the materials used. 
The remainder of the cost repre­ 
sents the labor which was supplied 
by C. C. C. enrollees from the camps 
on the battlefield. 
The county 
sportsmen acknowledged several do­ 
nations from interested groups and 
individuals while the dam was be­ 
ing constructed. 
Dam 130 Feet Long 
Although presented to the coun­ 
ty Friday, there still remains some 
work to be completed at the dam. 
It is planned to build a retaining 
wall along the north side of the 
stream for a distance of about 50 
feet from the breast of the dam. 
This work will be finished In sever­ 
al weeks. 
Association officers estimate that 
the dam, wtiich is 130 feet long, im­ 
pounds about 16 million gallons of 
water. 
The average depth of the 
stream at the dam is four and one 
half feet. 
The first speaker on the picnic 
program was Dr, Harvey D. Hoo­ 
ver, of the seminary faculty, who 
presented the dam to Adams coun­ 
ty. 
He was followed by Dr. Milton IT. 
Valentine, of the Gettysburg col­ 
lege faculty, who accepted the dam 
in the name of the public.

These, however, rarely gain it to the extent th at they 
desire. I have lived long enough now. and have thought things out suf­ 
ficiently, to come to the conclusion that happiness cannot be ordered, nor 
can it be searched for, nor bought. 
Happiness is that something which floods the heart with light, as does 
the sun the earth, after a period under the clouds. 
Happiness usually 
comes in all its glory when we are searching for something else -espe­ 
cially when we are trying to make someone else happy, or giving our 
time to the w'ork at hand. 
It is important that we do not worry over not being as happy as we 
would like to be. How happy do we want to be, anyway? Happiness is all 
relative. 
Useful work is happiness. The creator, the inventor, the ad­ 
venturer, the searcher after the new arid untried, he is the happy man. 
I have talked with bedridden people who radiated happiness all about 
them. The unfortunate are not alw'ays the unhappy people. The fortu­ 
nate, quite often, appreciate happiness the least. 
Somehow they don’t 
seem to know just how to handle it. 
Tile source of all happiness lies in work. 
And that work does not 
have to be any special kind—just any work that is decent and honest, and 
worthwhile. 
Happiness abides where there is solitude, where nature abounds in all 
its glory. The child is happy with his toys—with something to do. The 
tiny humming bird is happy as he pokes his delicate bill into the honey- 
heart of the flower. The man is happy with his fishing-rod and boat upon 
the placid water. The inventor is happy with his test tubes and chemi­ 
cals. The writer is happy with his pen and paper, musing over his created 
characters. The artist is happy burying himself into the landscape or 
portrait upon his canvas. 
People who spend their tipis merely hunting for happiness never find 
it. It always comes unaware, like the wind, unannounced.
